LIGHT ON THE HAT CHECK GRAFT. 

A Chicago girl has brought suit to recover $25,425, 
which she claims to have collected in two years as a 
hat checker, and which, she states, she was com- 
pelled to turn over to the “tipping trust.”

When the people of St. Lowis voted to increase the 


school tax in order that the spay of the public school 
teachers might be increased, ‘their intent was to help 
the teachers meet the immediate emergency arising 
from the increased and increasing cost of living. 

Taxation is a sure but slow process of obtaining 
money. The increased revere will not be available 
for a year and the School Board has postponed pay 
increases until the additional funds are on hand. 
Meanwhile the teachers are justly demanding more 
pay. The high cost of living does not wait on tax 
processes. The emergency is immediate and 
pressing. : 

While the city teachers are better off than the 
rural teachers, the crisis that confronts the rural 
school system confronts the city school system. The 
teachers must have better pay or they will quit 
teaching, or, at least, leave St. Louis for other more 
profitable fields.

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EGYPT AND THE SUDAN. 

A unique situation in international politics presents 
itself in connection with the revolt of Sudanese 
tribes now being put down by British forces. 

The Sudan was for 60 years under the rule of 
Egypt until 1882, when, by the revolt of the Mahdi, 
the tribes achieved a separation. 1896 an Anglo- 
Egyptian army commenced operations to recover the 
lost provinces. The war was brought to a successful 
end in 1898 after the Egyptian army had slain the 
Khalifa and captured his remaining followers near 
Gedid. 

By a convention between Great Britain and Egypt, | 
signed at Cairo, Jan. 19, 1899, the joint sovereignty 
of the two countries over the Sudan was recognized, 


eral with the assent of Great Britain. Egypt, though 
possessing part sovereignty over the Sudan, was her- 
self a dependent State of the Turkish Empire. There 
is no other instance in history of nonsovereign 
States, possessing sovereignty over another as in this 
case. ’ 

With the new outbreak of rebellion in the Sudan, 
it was the duty of Great Britain to enlist the co- 
operation of the other joint-sovereign, Egyp® toward 
putting it down, but apparently this has not been 
done, since dispatches speak of British forces only as 
taking part in operations. 

It will be recalled that in 1914, when Turkey en- 
tered the Great War on the side of the Central 
Powers, Great Britain proclaimed a protectorate over 
Egypt. What the effect of this action was upon 
Egypt's joint sovereignty over the Sudan has never 
been made clear, but the present operations of Brit- 
ain, going it alone, point strongly to a dissolution 
of the condominium of the two countries and the 
yassage of the Sudan under the sole sovereignty of 
the British.

y WAR LAWS AFTER WAR. 

From the Chicago Tribune, 
P OSSIBLY the emergency of war excuses the 

misconception of our own policies, but a fall- 
ure to recognize two entirely different phases of 
the emergency is apparent. We adopted war need 
measures, but no reconstruction measures. Mr. 
Wilson said that existing instruments were suf- 
ficient to handle the reconstruction period, and 
they have not handled them efficiently or hon- 
estly. 

The Supreme Court indicated the numerous 
ways in which the nation is using war measures 
in timd of peace, to prove that legally there is an 
avowal that we are still at wat. One of these 
uses was the injunction in the coal strike, which 
came nearly making the judicial processes of the 
United States a joke. 

Inherently it is wrong and harmful to base laws 
upon reasons which do not exist. It was inherent- 
ly wrong to proceed in the coal strike as if coal 
were needed by war industries to sustain men at 
the front. Inherently it is wrong to have a prohi- 
bition ldw based upon the assumption that grains 
and men and money must be conserved to Sight 
a war when the war is not being fought. 


It is wrong to govern a nation in peace by laws ; pt: 


which were passed for definite purposes when ft 
was not at peace. This nation is not legally at 
peace because there is a difference of opinion at 
Washington as to the obligations it should assume — 
for the future. There is no limit of time imposed — 
upon this difference of opinion. It might continue 
for months or years. That being the case, the ~ 
United States might remain indefinitely under 
war-time legislation. When a law does not serve 

its purpose, when it alleges a cause and works 

to a different effect, it produces disrespect for 
law—of which there is sufficient in this country 
already.
